RETURN of all Cases of Pleueo-pneumonia, Foot and Mouth Distemper, Sheep Pox, and Sheep 
Scab, -which were officially reported to the Veterinary Department as having occurred in Ireland in the 
Years 1871 and 1872 respectively ; distinguishing those Cases which were reported by the Owners from those 
discovered by other Means, and, in the latter Cases, the Number of Prosecutions instituted, with the Result. 
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Note 1.— The Council Order, requiring sheep scab to be reported, did not come into force until the 30th May 1872. 

2. The reason of there being such a difference between the number of cases not reported and the number of prosecutions, is 

that frequently a great number of affected animals were involved in but one offence. 

3. The prosecutions relate only to. the offence of not reporting the disease in compliance with Council Orders.
